OIL LEASE 
AFFIRMED 


Belridge Company Upheld 
Tacitly by Supreme Court 
in Legal Ruling 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2. (Exclu- 
sive)—The United States Supreme 
Court today denied the government's 
application for writ of certiorari in 
the case of the Belridge Ou Company, 
involving the latter's lease of a 
tective strip of land in the Elk Hills 
Naval Oll Reserve No. 1 in California, 
thus, in effect, affirming the decrees 
of the lower courts affirming the oil- 
company's lease. 

The Supreme Court rendered no 


opinion and ex no views, 
Chief Justice Taft, in accord with 
custom, announcing the bare fact 


that petition for writ of certiorari had 
been denied, which means that the 
Supreme Court will not review the 
decision of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the Ninth Circuit. This ac- 
tion by the Supreme Court makes 
| fimal the decree of the Circuit Court. 
which had affirmed the decision of 
the District Court. 

„The government in this litigation 
had contested the lease of the Bel- 
ridge Ou Company on the ground 
that it was executed by the Interior 
Department without legal authority; 
that the President had not the tight 
to delegate to the Interior Depart- 
ment the power to make the lease 
when the law had authorized only 
the Navy Department to make naval 
oll leases, and further attacked the 
lease because it had been let to the 
Belridge Oil Company without com- 
petitive bidding. 

The Belridge Oj! Company in its 
answer set forth that even 
the lease had been executed by the 
Interior Department. that depart- 
ment acted on behalf of the Navy 
Department and the Navy Department 
in all respects had ratified the lease. 
Furthermore, it was contended that 
Congress bad full knowledge of the 
manner in which the lease had been 
executed and registered no objection. 
It was contended further by the Bel- 
ridge Oil Company and upheld by 
the Circuit Court, that competitive 
bidding was not required in this par- 
ticular case, the law of competitive 
bidding applying primarily to govern- 
ment purchases and could not govern 
in @ case of emergency such as in 
this instance. 

The Belridge company's lease cov- 
ers 145 acres adjoining the lease of 
the Pan Americaa Petroleum Com- 
pany in the Elk Hills field, which is 
still in litigation.

EKING LEFT 
TO ITS FATE 
Cabinet Quits as 
Foes Close In 


Crisis Grows W hile Cantonese 
and National Army Move 
on Unprotected City 


British Regard Situation as 
Most Serious Since Time 
of Boxer Rebellion 


PEKING, Nov. 29. (#)--—With Its 
enemies organizing for a concerted 
attack on it, the Peking government 
once more is without a Cabinet or 
recognized head. In telegrams sent 
today to the war lords who appointed 
them and dictated their acts, the 
Cabinet members declared their de- 
termination to quit the responsibili- 
ties of office. 

Daily reports have come to Peking 
of the successes of the armies of the 
Cantonese government, of one prov- 
ince after another going over to the 
southerners, whose battle cry is “one 
government for all China,” and 
“China for the Chinese.” In addition, 
the Kuominchun (national army) of 


march from Kansu Province to join 
the Cantonese troops coming north 
after their victories in the Yangtse 
| provinces over the forces of Marshals 
Wu Pei-Fu and Sun Chuan-Pang, not 
long ago styled dictators, respectively, 
of Central and Eastern China. 

Paced with this situation, without 
power to enforce its orders even in 
the vicinity of Peking, and with an 
treasury, the Cabinet quit as 
a body and requested the war lords 
to assume responsibility for the gov- 
ernment which they actually con- 
trolled. 

HOW THEY STAND 


The militarists who thus have the 
civil as well as military authority 
thrust on them are: Chang Teo-Lin, 
dictator of Manchuria and dominant 
militarist of Northern China: Chang 
Teung-Chang, one of his chief com- 
manders and former Governor of 
Shantung Province; Wu  Pei-Pu. 
from whom the Cantonese wrested 
China's 


Shensi Province, who has been try- 
ing to prevent the Kuominchun 
troops from forming a junction with 
the Cantonese.

BRITISH CONSIDER 
CHINESE CRISIS GRAVE 


LONDON, Nov. 29. -“ re grav- 
est crisis since the Boxer Rebellion,” 
is how British ndents in Chi- 
na describe the present situation 
there and their concern is fully re- 
fiected here in official quarters. 

The government, however, main- 
taining ite wary attitude which has 
prevailed throughout the nged 
Chinese troubles, still declines to be 
hurried into any precipitate action 
based on what possibly may turn out 
to be inadequate information. 

Former Premier J. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, his first appearance 
in the House of Commons today 
since a holiday for his health, asked 
Foreign Secretary Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain to give the House informa- 
tion on affairs in China. 

Sir Austen outlined the serious de- 
velopments which have occurred in 
Hankow during the past week grow- 
ing out of a threatened general anti- 
foreign strike and boycott there. 

FEAR EXPRESSED 

He said that the Commissioner of 
Customs hoped it might be possibile 
to keep the customhouse open and 
to maintain a light service for the 
foreign nations in Hankow, but ad- 
mitted that this might bé dificult if 
the customhouse, 
the Chinese city, 


According to the latest reports, he 
said, the situation appeared easier. 
The Chinese union had presented its 
demands and they were understood 
to be of an tmpossible nature. Sir 
Austen added, however, that perhaps 
this was only a preliminary move. 

He then asked Mr. MacDonald to 
repeat his question on Wednesday, 
when, he thought, he would be able 
to give further information. 

Replying to further questions, the 
Foreign Secretary said that he had 
received a communication from the 
British community of Hankow, ex- 
pressing fear of untoward incidents 
involving bloodshed and stating that 
the protection afforded by the British 
maval forces there is considered in- 
adequate. The Admiralty and Minis- 
try, Sir Austen said, were giving this 
matter attention. 

Apparentiy the government has no 
present intention of ordering further 
naval units to China, since officials 
consider there are enough there to 
deal with any crisis. Twelve destroy-

Supreme Court Instructs 
Government to Prepare 


Objections to Appeal 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29. (#)-—The 
Supreme Court today ordered govern- 
ment counsel to file by December 9 
their objections to the appeal of 
Harry F. Sinclair for a review of the 
Circult Court of Appeals decision 
canceling his Teapot Dome lease. 
The government had requested that 
the Sinclair proceedings be held in 
abeyance until the Doheny civil suit, 
involving the Elk Hills reserve lease, 
is decided by the court. In both the 
Doheny and Sinclair cases, the con- 
tracts were canceled on the ground 
of fraud and in the Doheny case an 
appeal was granted by the Supreme 
Court. 


Government counsel contended 
that the Doheny and Sinclair cases 
presented substantially the same 
questions of law, making it unneces- 
sary to go into the Sincleir case, if 
the lower courts were sustained in 
the Doheny case. Counsel for Sin- 
clair asserted, however, that a deci- 
sion in the Doheny case would not 
necessarily dispose of the legal ques- 
tions which they are seeking to raise.

Supreme Court Holds That 
Pint Every Ten Days 
Legal Restriction 


Doctors Lose Struggle to 
Have Amount Left to 
Their Direction 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29. -- & 
5-to-4 decision, the Supreme Court 
today upheld the right of the govern- 
ment to limit the quantity of whisky 
which may be prescribed for patients 

by physicians. 

In a case brought by Dr. Samuel 
W. Lambert of New York, which long 
bas been regarded as one of the most 
important tests to which the Volstead 
Act has been subjected, the majority 
of the court ruled that the restriction 
of physicians to one pint of whisky 
each ten days for a patient is not an 
unlawful interference with the prac- 
tice of medicire. 

Justice Sutherland delivered the 
dissenting opinion, and was joined 
by Justices McReynolds, Stone and 
Butler. They contended that the 
court's opinion had transferred the 
control of medicinal practice from the 
State to Congress. 

The opinion of the court handed 
down by Justice Brandeis, declared 
that the Eighteenth Amendment, be- 
sides prohibiting the manufacture, 
sale and transportation of intoxicat- 
ing liquors for purposes, 
“confers upon Congress by Clause 2, 
in terms, the power to enforce the

Of the 85,000 baies shipped by 
water, 65,000 bales went to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and Continental Europe 
and the balance to New England 
ard the Carolinas.

EARNINGS 


Slump in October Gains Held Inaccurate as Gauge for 
Year; Average Over Long Period Best Index 


BY PAUL WILLARD GARKETT

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Unfortunstely corporation earnings usually are 
accepted as good or poor, according as they rise or fall from their levels 
of the year before. Judged on that basis an excellent report for a current 
month often is interpreted unfavorably, since, in comparison to the same 


month last year, it seems small. 

Many investors in the last few 
days have been puzzled by the 
ture of gains and losses revealed in 
the October flow of railroad earnings 
statements. They see that the pre- 
ponderance of gains is not #o great 
as it had been in previous months 
this year. Schooled to expect im- 
provement over the year before by 
earlier 1926 reports, these investors 
now find disappointment in the fail- 
ure of favorite systems to top their 
October, 1925, peaks. 

But it so happens that October, 
last year, was a record month. Net 
operating income reached $137,690,- 
986. Never during any previous Oc- 
tober had so much been earned by 
the Class I carriers. Never in any 
month had so much been previously 
reported. If these same apprehensive 
investors would take the trouble to 
average the October showing over a 
period of years for the railroads in 
which they are especially interested, 
they woula then have a background 
before which the October, 1926, fig- 
ures now being published, would 
seem big and satisfy! Total net 
income for the Class carriers for 
October, 1924, was 6127,105,089, for 
example; in 1923 it was 6103.776627 
and in 1922 it was $85,137,050. 

As early as last summer, it was 
su in this column that in the 
statistical comparisons, the autumn 
railroad earning would not reveal 
such wide gains over 1935 as had the 
spring months. Traffic in the early 
part of 1925 was relatively light, but 
by the fall it had risen to record pro- 
rtions, so that in the comparisons 
the early 1926 months did not have 
such high levels to offset as the au- 
tumn 1926 months have faced. In 
past years the seasonal peak in rall- 
road traffic has come in October, but 
the crop movement began sooner 
than usual this year and it is pos- 
sible that the new record high of 
$145,134,536 established in september 
may go down as the 1926 peak. There 
is evidence that the seasonal peak in 
traffic is changing and that it may 
hereafter be earlier than in former 
years

GLOWING REPORT 

Striking proof of what has been 
written of late by our students of econom- 
ics as to the high standard of living reached 


by Americans is contained in the annual 


report of Secretary of Commerce Hoover. 
It will swell the chests of patriotic Amer- 
icans to be assured by the Secretary that 
during the last year thig country was able 
to reach and maintain the highest stand- 
ard of living in its history—a standard 
which, as he says, is “far above that in 
most other countries of the world at this 
or any other time.” 

This statement is substantiated in many 
ways by the Secretary's Ondings, particu- 
larly by a comparison of wholesale price 
levels of this and former years, by the tre- 
mendous business of mailorder houses, by 
the great increase in the volume of traffic 
handied by the transportation companies 
and dy the new high records made by our 
financial institations. The only exceptions 
to this general rule of national prosperity 
during the year were found in the lessened 
activities of textile and bituminous coal in- 
dustries and in some of the price levels 
of agricultural products. These, however, 
did not materially affect the status of the 
country as a whole, which he reports as 
having prospered amazingly. 

What Secretary Hoover says about our 
present standard of living being far above 
that of other countries at this or any oth- 
er time is arrestive for the reason that 
America’s wealth often is compared with 
that of ancient Greece and Rome at their 
highest peaks of prosperity. However, the 
Secretary's statement is a safe one, for the 
ancients paid little if any attention to the 
science of economics, which may be de 
fined as that of the production, distribu-

But while America, too, has suffered by

as the millionaire. And this is more tru 
of California than of many another State.

S The $1,000,000,000 rain has fallen and 
the farmers are happy. 80 are the dry- 
cleaners and pressers and likewise the ga- 
rage owners, ignition experts. and plumb- 
ers. But not all the blessings that fol- 
lowed in the wake of the downpour were 
of a monetary nature. 

Equally significant is the fact that 
throughout a three-day period of rainfall 
and drenched pavements only one traffic 
accident claimed a human life in the Los 
Angeles area. Where the appeals of safe- 
ty organizations, the warnings of police 
bureaus and the disciplinary measures of 
courts failed old Jupiter Pluvius succeed - 
ed. The rain slowed motor traffic to & 
crawl. 

The motorist to whom twenty-five miles 
an hour in a fifteen-mile zone is never 
an offense cut down to ten miles an hour; 
flaming youth who watches the speedom- 
eter register fifty after nightfall ceased to 
flame; truck drivers granted the right of 
way to lighter cars; mes and women sig- 
naled correctly, clearly aud even frantic 
ally half a block before making an inter- 
section turn; slow-moving vehicles hugged 
the curb; selfish drivers became consider- 
ate and forbore to “cut in.” 
Gingerly, a8 one crosses a sheet of buck- 
ling ice, the motorist made his way. 

and anon he wiped his windshield and 
peered anxiously to the right and to the 
left through clouded windows and rain- 
swept isinglass. Cautiously, gently he 
pressed upon the brakes, lest sliding, slip 
ping rear wheels send him skidding into 
his neighbor of the boulevard.

URNING OLD BARS 

A movemest ig under way in New 
York of considerable significance as a sign 
of the times; the American Christian Fund 
for Jewish Relief. In the committee in 
charge of the movement Protestants and 
Catholics have joined bands to aid the dis- 
tressed Jews of Central Europe, numbering 
about a third of the Jewish population of 
the world. Among them conditions are re- 
ported to be worse now than at any time 
during the war, with millions literally fac 
ing starvation. 

The significance of the movement lies in 
its tendency toward doing away with racial 
and religious prejudice, which has cursed 
the world since the world was young. Even 
a half-century ago such a movement would 
hardly have been possible. If the World 
War was a great churner-up of old hatreds 
it also has brought about a broader view- 
point, and a realization that men are men, 
no matter where their race or where they 
happen i» have been born. 


In the United States Protestant, Catho 
lic and Jew are learning to work together 
for common ends and learning, too, 
that their differences are less important 
than their similarities. It is a step for- 
ward ‘when Protestants and Catholics join 
to come to the aid of Jews on the ground 
of a common humanity; it will be a further 
step forward when the Jews of Central Eu- 
rope learn that not all Christians are their 
enemies. 


N™ LIBERTIES 

“Who steals my purse steals trash,” 
the poet remarked, but now it appears that 
in California, at least, who steals my house 
and lot takes something of even less value; 
at least, he cannot be punished for it, ex 
cept by his own conscience—if he has any. 
The Second District Court of Appeal, 
which seems to lle awake nights discover 
ing new things the matter with the State's 
antiquated criminal statutes, has just an- 
nounced that there is no penalty for depriv- 
ing one of real property by trick and device 
or for obtaining it under false pretenses. 
Redress must be sought in the civil, not in 
the criminal courts. 

Apparently the court is set upon dis prov- 
ing the oft-made assertion that courts are 
bent upon restricting the liberties of the 
citizen. In a recent decision the same court 
held that it is no crime for a Councilman 
to solicit a bribe. Now it has opened up 
a new profession, this time to the populace 
generally, in which the pickings ought to 
be good at least until the Legislature meets 
and puts a stop to it. 

In the case just decided, a Brooklyn 
woman had been persuaded by a deputy 
County Assessor (acting ex~officio) that a 
lot for which she had paid $1200 in 1910 
had had its title so clouded that it would 
be to her interest to sell it to him for $500, 
and that ff she did not she would lose every- 
thing. These assertions, the jury held at 
the trial, were false, and the former official 
was found guilty. The appeal court sets 
this judgment of conviction aside. 

Of course, the Brooklyn woman has a 
remedy in a lawsuit to set the deed aside, 
and doubtless she can recover her property 
in that way. Real estate cannot be hidden 
nor <.s_royed, and it ‘s difficult to extin- 
gui u a lawful title to ft by any ehicanery, 
so ‘vet it may be that fit is unnecessary to 
protect it further by a criminal statute. 
But it is unlikely, as it was iu the case of 
the decision on the bribery law, that the 
makers of the statutes had any such fine 
spun distinction in view. 

The decision furnishes cumulative proof 
that the Legislature must act promptly to 


bring the State's criminal code abreast t 


the times.

Samuel Hopkins Adams wrote Revelry,“ 
and bie publishers seek to spread the news 
that here is the low-down on President 
administration, including the oil 
scandal. As the Fall-Doheny trial has just 
commenced most people will be apt to draw 
conclusions from the testimony rather 
than from a piece of fiction, however, enter- 
taining. 

“The Whispering Gallery,” which takes 
as its subject the great names of Britain, 
has recently been the object of some whis- 
pering on its own account, for news dis- 
patches declare it has been withdrawn 
from circulation as a hoax after the pur- 
ported author disclaimed any knowledge of 
it whatever. 

All this seams to savor too much of the 
“confessions” game. Only time gives a cor- 
rect perspective to men and events. The 
best histories are those written after the 
dust has settled. However well done, a 
contemporary picture is apt to be distorted 
by the historical romanticist.

Local: Attorney Tells 


Columbus Knights Calles 

Regime Godless 

Denouncing the present Mexican 
government as “Bloshevistic,” Com- 
munistic” and “Godless,” Joseph 
Scott, local attorney and Catholic 
layman, urged the co-operation of all 
creeds and denominations to keep 


the tentacles of Bolshevism from the 
United States, iti an address on the 
subject “The Mexican Situation from 
an American Viewpoint,” last night 
delivered before a mass meeting of 
the Knights of Columbus held at the 
Shrine Auditorium. 

Mr. Scott that it was 
not his purpose te discuss the ques- 
tion as a sectarian or religious prob- 
lem, stating that religion is not the 
fundamental difficulty in Mexico. 
“We are interested,” said Mr. Scott, 
“In the plain, bald philosophy. of 
liberty—unvarnished, unequivocal—a 
liberty which we know cannot exist 
politically unless it brings with it 
freedom of conscience. Therefore, 
whenever in the world the powers of 
despotism purpose to strangle the 
ideal of liberty, we are wide awake 
and interested.” 

That the things which are granted 
to us as inalienable rights by the 
Constitution of the United States “are 
denied to the inhabitants of Mexico 
at the present time,” was deplored by 
Mr. Scott, who sought to stress the 


y 
religious 
tangle. “We are interested in the 
religious question only as religion 
becomes an essential part of the 
warp and woof of our Constitution,” 
he stated. The attorney also ex- 
pressed the opinion that freedom of 
worship should not be denied the 
people of Mexico or of any other 
country. 

The United States should have an 
especial interest in the present Mex- 
ican situation, according to the speak- 
er who told his audience that recog- 
nition of Carranza and later Mexican 
Presidents placed our government in 
& responsible position. “The present 
government of Mexico, as functioning 
under President Calles, was made pos- 
sible and only possible through the 
active, physical, executive and legis- 
lative support of the United States 
government.” But the speaker vehe- 
mentiy declaimed against intervention 
into the Mexican situation and stated 
that such a proposal has not been 
supported by the Knights of Colum- 
bus 


The address by Mr. Scott was pre- 
ceded by a musical program given 
by the Knights of Columbus Band 
and by various soloists. The speaker 
was introduced by Judge Thomas P.
